The firm of Carlile Mason & Co. stated that 
during the last two months business had been 
exceptionaily good in the line of steam engines 
and boilers.

They were engaged in building 
to order a 1,000-horse-power engine—the largest 
ever used in the West. There was a good pros- 
pect for labor, as the demand was growing more 
brisk every day. There was no advance in the 
rate of wages, but skilled men could not 
worked for any less.

COMMERCIAL RELATIONS WITH SPAIN. 
The statement is made that the Senate will

tection of 

the United States, but situate in Spanish 
territory. If this is the entire project for re- 
adjusting our relations with Spain, it is con- 
spicuously deficient. It is high time that we 
have a new treaty with Spain, but it ought to 
cover primarily our commercial relations 
with that power. The United States 
Government has permitted Spain to 
plunder the people. of this country 
by the most shameless discrimination 
against American commerce. A system of 


for Cuba and Porto Rico whereby we pay ex- 
orbitant prices for the staples of those islands, 
and are shut out from a fair competition 
with Spain in furnishing Cuba with the prod- 
ucts and manufactures of this country which 
the island requires. A simple statement of 
the exports and imports to and from Cuba 
and Porto Rico attests this condition of 
things. For the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1873, they were as follows: 
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In round numbers, then, we are forced to 
pay about $70,000,000 a year in gold for the 
sugars, coffees, tobaccos, fruits, etc., which 
we buy from Cuba over and above the value 
of all the flour, grains, and manufactured 
articles which Spain allows us to give in ex- 
change. This is wholly unnatural, as we are 
the nearest neighbors and the best eustomers 
of these islands, and since we produce in 
great quantities and can furnish at cheaper 
prices all the prime commodities which the 
inhabitants of the islands are forced to pur- 
chase elsewhere. The exactions of Spain cut 
both ways. She imposes export duties on all 


India possessions; when the duty on 
coffee was removed in this country, 
Spain put om an additional export tax, 
so that American consumers should pay as 
much as ever, with the difference that the tax 
now goes into the Spanish Treasury instead of 
our own. The import duties levied upon 
American commodities sent to Cuba are al- 
most prohibitory, and vastly greater then the 
import duties on commodities sent to Spain. 
The whole system has been framed with the 
express purpose of sustaining the Spanish 
Government out of the proceeds of Ouban 
taxes, and the people of the United States 
are made the special victims of the. imposi- 
tion. There is no other great nation on earth 
which would endure the exactions put upon 
us; there is no other first-class nation which 
Spain would dare to treat in the same fashion. 
It is in the power of the United States 
Government to exact from Spain at least 
fair trade. Great Britain allows us to trade 
with Canada and other colonies of hers on 
the same terms she trades with them herself. 
Why should not Spain be required to do like- 
wise as regards Cuba and Porto Rico? Spain 
has no moral or lawful right to maintain this 
persistent discrimination against the United 
States, and she could not enforce it if our 
Government should set out to resent it. She 
has long since forfeited any natural or ac- 
quired rights in the West Indies, if any for- 
midable power should see fit to contest them 
for the benefit of the native inhabitants 
of those islands. Her treatment of these 
people has been simply barbarous. She has 
goaded them on to rebellion against her 
authority, and, in a civil war of along term 
of years which has been unparalleled for its 
cruelties and outrages, she has failed to assert 
the dominion which she claims. She preserves 
the läst remnants of human slavery in the 
civilized world, and ignores at once the rights 
of humanity and the scorn of all enlightened 
nations. The maintenanceof human bondage 
and the demonstrated incapacity to govern 
Cuba peacefully and justly would of themselves 
justify the interference of any other nation 
generous enough to take sides with the op- 
pressed. The United States Government is not 
called upon more than any other civilized 
nation to rescue Cuba from bondage, and we 
are not in a position to make war for a sexti- 
mental or purpose. But we 
owe it to ourselves to enforce fair and equal 
commercial treatment from a Government 
which has forfeited the respect of the civil- 
ized and yet treats our Government 
with disdain. If there is to be any reopening 
of the treaty with Spain, it should never 
again be closed until every fair demand, for 
reciprocal trade with Cuba shall have been 
accorded by the Spanish Government.

THE REPUBLICAN PARTY. 

The Republican party is now out of power 
in Congress, and the last Republican Con- 
gress we may see for some time has ad- 
journed. The Democratic party has control 
of the popular branch, which makes appro- 
priations and dictates legislation; of a major- 
ity of the State Governments, and of numerous 


minor county and city offices. Its programme 


has already been announced, namely, to as- 
sail the Republican party through investiga- 
tions of allegechabuses. It was this specious 
promise, with the promise to reform every- 
thing, that induced the people to hand over 
the governing power to the Democracy, both 
in the National Congress and in State Leg- 
islatures. . 

It is the tendency of all political combine 
tions, after they have grown large and power- 
ful, and have held control of Governments 
for a long time, to develop corruptions and 
abuses. There has never been à political 
party of any description in any country, 
whether the form of government has been 
republican or monarchical, which is an excep- 
tion to this rule. It is the same with political 
parties as with churches. Corrupt men 
do not get into either and abuse their po- 
sitions until the organizations have grown 
large and powerful. There is no danger in 

churches which are poorand small. On 
other h.nd, the poorer and ‘smaller they 
are, the more do purity and divine grace 
abound in them. Bad men do not develop 
themsolves until the churches become large, 
rich, and fashionable. So with political 
parties. At the outset, the Republican party 
was blameless. It was not until it swept 
State after State by large majorities, and held 
the control of patronage for many years, 
that it attracted corrupt men into its 
organization. It was the party which 
saved the country. It represented the 
majority of the intelligence, the re- 
spéectability, the patriotism of the country. 
Its aims were high and pura, It was the 
party of morality and humanity, Notwith- 
standing this, as soon as it had rewards to 
distribute and patronage to bestow, it attract- 
ed from the other party many knaves and 
rascals, men without principle, and bent only 
upon schemes of plunder and self-aggrandise- 
ment. The majority of this class came out 
of the Democratic party, and were skilled in 
their nefarious practices through long experi- 
ence in its ranks while it was in power, and, 
now that the Democratic party is coming into 
power, and they haye mo further op- 
portunity to plunder under Repub- 
lican cover, they will gravitate back 
to their original surroundings. The Repub- 
lican party has passed through a terrible or- 
deal. It has been tried im the furnace of 
civil war. It has not only had to conduct 
this war and establish the relations of sub- 
jugated States to the National Government,

It has, 
however, the compensation of having puri- 
fied its ranks, of having ostracised the cor- 
ruptionists, and of having swept and gar- 
nished its house, What it has failed to do is 
trifling as compared with what it has done. 
The dark spots in its escutcheon are small 
as compared with the brightness and glory 
of its record. It saved the Republic, eman- 
cipated the slave and made 4 freeman of 
him. If it had done nothing more, it would 
still be entitled to the everlasting gratitude of 
all lovers of humanity and liberty. 
Wat does this Democratic hue and cry of 
investigation amount to? The New York 
Times pointedly remarks: ‘The last time 
the Democratic patty went out of power, it 
left behind it, as the results of its long rule, 
a plundered country, a Government handed 
over secretly to traitors, and a devastating 
war. The mistakes, the follles—even the

By 
the original law the Chigago & Northwestern 
and Milwaukee & St. Paul Railways were 
placed in Class A; the Wisconsin Central, 
West Wiscdhsin, and Green Bay & Minnesota 
Railroads in Class B, and all other railroads 
in the State were included in Class C. The 
roads in Class A were restrict#@ to a charge 
of 3 cents per mile for passengers; those in 
Class B to 3} cents, and those in Class O to 4 
cents per mile. The amended law does not 


change these rates; but, by a special act, the

Wisconsin Central Railroad was taken from 


Class B and put in Class C. That 


Company and the Wisconsin Valley 
Railroad Company are also exempted from 
the payment of taxes upon their gross earn- 
ings, all other companies being required to 
pay 4 per cent on their gross¥eceipts. ~- 

For roads in Glasses A and B meximum 
rates were prescribed by the original law for 
seven special classes of freight, embracing 
the principal articles of shipment, such as 
grain, flour, lumber, live stock,-and agricul- 
tural implements. For merchandise,—com- 
monly known as first, second, and third class 
freights,—fixed rates were not prescribed. 
Upon each of thearticles comprised in the 
seven classes an arbitrary rate for the first 
25 miles, or any portion thereof, was allowed. 
An additional rate was named for the second 
25 miles, or any portion thereof, and so on 
for each subsequent 25 miles. For instance. 
the rate on grain was 6 cents per 100 pounds 
for the first 25 miles, 4 cents for the second 
25 miles, and 2 cents.additional for each 
subsequent 25 miles, up to 200 miles, 
after which the rate was half a 
cent. per 100 pounds for each addi- 
tional 25 miles carried. Under this schedule, 
were a shipment destined, shy, 10 miles, the 
@mpany received the rate allowed for 25 
miles; and, if carried 26 miles, the rate 
named for 50 miles could be exacted, The 
amended law prevents this discrimination af- 
ter the first 25 miles by enacting that the rate 
for the second 25 miles shall not exceed 
1 6-10 mills per 100 pounds per mile for the 
actual distance carried. The gross rate for 50 
miles is thus left unchanged. After that 
distance, and up to 200 miles, an increase of 
1 cent per 100 pounds for each 25 miles is 
made; and for each subseqient 25 miles 
thereafter an increase of 4 cent per 100 
pounds is allowed. To the present lumber 
rates the amended law adds $1 per car-load 
for each 25 miles after the first, 50 miles. 
Provision is also made that, for the second 
25 miles, the rate shall not exceed 20 cents 
per car-load per mile for the distance actually 
carried. A similar pro rata provision is in- 
serted in the remainder of the seven classes. 

The rates on live stock, after 50 miles, are 
increased 50 cents per car-load for each 25 
miles. On salt, cement, and lime the in- 
crease, after 50 miles, is 14 cents per barrel 
for each 25 miles; and on coal, brick, sand, 
stone, and heavy fourth-class articles, the in- 
crease, after 50 miles, is $1 per car-load for 
each 25 miles. Upon agricultural implements, 
furniture, and wagons, only is the increase ap- 
preciable. In this class the rates are advanced 
from the start—$1 per car-load for the first 
25 miles, $8 for the second 25 miles, and $2 
for each subsequent 25 miles. 

It is evident that upon the articles wich 
comprise the bulk of the shipments in Wis- 
consin,—grain, lumber, and live stock,—the 
increase is insignificantly small. The grati- 
tude of the railway men for the relief af- 
forded is expressed by Mr. Mrernrzz in the pre- 
diction that ii will probably yield enough to 
pay for “‘ greasing the car-wheels.” 

The original law made no provision for di- 
visions between connecting roads. The rate 
was to be computed from the point of start- 
ing, notwithstanding the shipment might 
pass from one road to another; consequently, 
if one road carried freight, say, 20 miles, and 
delivered it to a connecting road to be carried 
thereon 5 miles, the first road could exact the 
entire rate for 25 miles. The amended law 
prevents this by enacting that the gross rate 
shall be divided between the roads in propor- 
tion tothe actual distance carried on each. 
This apparently equitable adjustment aban- 
dons a principle that has heretofore been 
recognized in all freight schedules, and which 
was admitted by the Porrer law, d 4, the 
justice of an arbitrary rate for the first dis- 
tance, however short, to pay for receiving 
and handling the freight. For exam- 
ple, the rate on lumber per car-load 
is $8 for the first 25 miles, and 20 cents 
per car-load for each subsequent mile up to 
50 miles. Now it is manifest that the ex- 
pense of billing, receiving, and handling the 
freight will be the same fora short or long 
distance, but the amended law takes no ac- 
count of thisfact. Under its provisions, 
were a shipment destined, say, 30 miles,—8 
miles on one road and 22 on another,—the 


first road would receive $2.40 for receiving, 


handling, hauling, and delivering the freight, 
while the second road would receive $6.60 
for its service. Were the distance to be 
hauled over the first road still less and the 
shipment smaller, it is not clear how the 
company rendering the service would receive 
enough to pay for making out the way bill. 
In thus abrogating a principle, the justice of 
which is self-evident, the Legislature com- 
mitted a wrong greater chan the one it sought 
to repair. |

the leading private bankers in Chicago that, 
in the absence of a law requiring examina- 
tions and reports, their personal credit will 
attract a, larger line of deposits than other 
bankers not so well known can secure,—in 
other words, give them a monopoly of the 
savings; but we think the Hans family go 
too far when they ask that the public interest 
be sacrificed for the benefit of any “ring ” 
of bankers in which they may have an inter- 
est. 

We fear that further opposition to Mr. 
Bocur’s bill, either from Senator or Speaker 
Hanves, will not strengthen their position 
with the Chicago public. 

THE HOMES OF ENGLISH ARTISANS. 

The bill for the improvement of the homes 
of the working classes, promised in the 
Queen's speech and since introduced by Dn- 
RAELI'S Ministry, is meeting with Parliament- 
ary ahd popular favor. It will no doubt pass. 
It permits the local authorities of cities of 
25,000 inhabitants and upwards to condemn 
the bad districts under their jurisdiction, tear 
down the buildings and construct new ones. 
The money needed is to be advanced by the 
Government at 3} per cent interest. The 
bill, as it has been framed, permits, but does 
not compel, such local action. There is a 
chance, however, that it will compel it. The 
necessary amendment is to be moved and may 
be adopted. If it is not, the law may do lite 
tle immediate good. ö 

The proposed reform has already been car- 
ried into effect in parts of Liverpool, London, 
Glasgow, and Edinburg. Liverpool has a 
population twic@as dense as that of London. 
Thirty thousand of its families live in one 
room apiece,—an average of five persons 
to a room. Of these 30, 000 homes, 15,000 
are cellars, witheut light, without drainage, 
with mountains of filth. In these districts, 
the death-rate has been 70 per 1,000, The 
normal rate is 20 to 25 per 1,000. Something 
has been done to clear out the plague-nests, 
but much remains to be done. Glasgow has 
spent nearly $10,000,000 in improving the 
homes of its poor, and Edinburg has also 
been at work, although the American visitor 
who strolled through the narrow streets of 
either city, looking up at the seven stories of 
close-packed wretchedness, dirt, and vice 
on either side, would never suspect that a 
penny had been spent in bettering the condi- 
tion of the squalid masses. The London 
vestries have of course done nothing for 
the London poor, but the trustees of Gora: 
Peasopy’s fund, and the company organized 
by Sir Bronx Warnow, have been at work 
for some years in pulling down rookeries and 
putting up homes. The Pranopr fund, 
despite all that has been said about it, has 
not effected much. Its buildings shelter 
only 954 families in all, and pay only 2} per 
cent on the investment. The latter fact is 
especially discouraging, because it keeps pri- 
vate men from building good homes for work- 
ingmen en speculation. Such structures 
must yield 5 per cent, according to the 


Spectater, before they can attract pri- 


vate capital. Business men argue that if 
the Prazpopr trustees, with their vast 
resources, can clear only 2} per cent, 
others cannot get as much. On the other 
hand, Sir Sypwex Watzr.ow’s Company has 
paid fair dividends from the start. It ia a 
striking proof of the efficacy of pure air, 
light, and good water that the Warrhtow 
buildings accommodate 1,600 persons to the 
acre, with adeath-rate of only 15 to the 1,000, 
while the land on which they stand used to 
hold only 350 persotis to the acre whén the 
death-rate was 70 to the 1,000. b

In no particular is the unprotective charac.

would be a mosts advisable place to move 
away from. So if the State produced only 
sufficient to feed and clothe the people with- 


in its borders, and year after year had noth- 


ing to sell or exchange, it would rap- 
idly be abandoned by the thrifty and 
enterprising. What is true of an individual 
of a local community and State holds equally 
true with regard to the nation, and the megs- 
ure of the annual addition tothe national 
wegith is the sum of the surplus products 
which we have to sell to the exterior world, 
or, more closely speaking, this sum represent- 
ed by What we receive in exchange for the 
surplus products of our own industry. If we 
have no surplus, then the nation is in the ex- 
act condition of the man who works the year 
round for his food, clothing, and lodgings. 

In 1846, Congress was able to overcome the 
long-established prejudices of the past, and 
framed a tariff for revenue. Under that tariff 
the country prospered; and, the policy 
of the Government becoming fixed, man- 
ufactures flourished.

REPLY TO THE CHARGES AGAINST HIS MANAGEMENT. 

Mr. J. F. Joy bas written a long letter replying 
to the charges made against him in regard to 
the management of the Chicago, Clinton & Du- 
baque, and Chicago, Dubuque & Minnesota 
Railroads. He begins by saying that the card 
of Mr. Brooks and others, relative to the report 
of the Committee in the matter of the above- 
named roads, has not the firm and manly tone 
which it should have carried, and which, under 
all the circumstances, they all had a right to as- 
sume. It was particularly unjust in saying that 
they all acted solely upon the judgment of a 
Western gentleman of the highest probity and 
the largest experience and judgment in rail- 
roads, thus allowing the chief censure, which 
always comes from any mistakes in plans by 
which they become unsuccessful, to fall upon 
bim alone. 1 

Mr. Joy then takes up the history of the ne- 
gotiations. He shows that, at the time the con- 
tracts for these roads were made, ove of the ob- 
jects was to prevent the building of the Chicago 
& Iowa Road from Chicago to Belleview, 20 miles 
south of Dubuque, which would, if built, have- 
taken away much of the business of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy. He details the ne- 
go.iations by which this project was la d ide, 
and the project of the “river roads substi- 
tuted for K. and shows that it was not the Du- 
baque roads alene which were the sudjects of 
consideration. 

Tux OBJECT TO BE ACCOMPLISHTD
